mary elections and have requested that 
T indicate my willingness to have my 
name used.

The letter the president enclosed was 
as follows:

])iuch as a disposition to use the old. 


It is Colonel Durbin".s conviclion that the army, the navy and the 


militia of the various states have not been maintained at the proper 


standard to provide for national defense '"because of the trimming, 


dodging, cowardly polities'and politicians: because the Constitution 


•under which w e must enlist these men requires them to suppress do- 


mestic insurrection and enforce the laws of the nation and the sev- 


eral states whenever the civil power proves inadeqnaie: because these 


m e n are called upon for riot duty, and the spirit of la^ iessness in this 


country, which is not only widely prevalent among all classes, 
rich 


nnd poor, old and young, because of the cowardice of exeentive and 


legislative officials, but is growing from year to year, docs not like 


the use of force to compel obedience to law.v,-hen it hai)pens to bo 


convenient or desirable for the citizen direclh- iiffeeted to break the 
law."

REPORTJlCOnS 


Lauds New Financial Sys- 
tem But Recommends 
Six Amendments. 


Washineton, 
Feb. 
14.—Six 
amend- 
ments to tlie federal reserve act wers 
recommended t>o congress today in the 
report of tlic federal reserve board for 
the first full year of operation of the 
new banking system. 


"A year's experience in the operation 
of the federal reserve act." says the 
report, "has confirmed the board in its 
profound conviction that the 
act has 
been one of the most beneficial pieces 
of legislation ever adopted by congress. 
Not only have its fundamental prin- 
ciples be€n fully vindicated but in most 
details the working of the measure has 
been successful."' 


The amendments recommended would: 
Permit national banks to subscribe 
and hold stock in banks organized for 
the spccial purpose of doing a baukinif 
business in foreign countries. 
, 


Permit, with the 
approval of the 
board, the issue of federal reserve notes 
to federal reserve banks either against 
the deposit of 
commercial paper or 
gold, provided that the gold so depos- 
ited shall count as part of the required 
reserve of the bank. 


Extend the acceptance system to tliv? 
domestic trade so far as it relates to 
documentary 
acceptances 
secured 
by 
shipping documents or warehouse 
rc- 
ceceipts, 
covoring 
readily 
marketable 
commodities or against the pledge of 
goods actually sold. 


Permit national banks to 
establisn 
branch offices within the city or eoimty 
in which they are locatcd. 


Permit 
advances to member 
banks 
against 
the 
member 
tjanks' 
securcd 
promissory notes or against the deposit 
or pledge of U. S. government bonds. 


Authorize a wide discretion in the 
making of farm loans by national banks 
so that a federal reserve bank mighr 
make proper loans of this kind Avithin 
a radius of one hundred miles of its 
place of busines?. whether in its dis- 
trict or another district. 


Would Help Greatly

makes no provision for collateral bond 
or stock loans or for the pih-'chase vof 
foreign governments' obligations by re- 
serve institutions. 
Neither such obli- 
gations, therefore, nor loans to member 
banks based thereon, are eligible as in- 
vestments for federal reserve banks. 
Matter of Business 


"The operation of the reserve sys- 
tem is a matter of business to be con- 
ducted in accordance with the terms of 
the reserve act and tho regulations of 
the board. It is not the province of the 
board to deal with problems involving 
international Jclationships of 
the Unit- 
ed States, either for the purpose of re- 
stricting or e.xtending exportations in 
one direction or another. 
The eligibil- 
ity of paper for reserve banks is deter- 
mined by considerations which are as 
valid under one .set of international re- 
lationships as another; the function of 
passing upon and dealing in such paper 
under these regulations belongs to the 
several reserve banks. 
Tho board, how- 
ever, believs that the financing of the 
country's export trade is at the present 
time one of the most important financial 
problems with which the nation has to 
deal; and it is of the opinion that fed 
eral reserve banks cannot, even if they 
would, avoid the responsibility of as- 
sisting in this process of financing what 
legitimately and properly devolves upon 
them." 


The board expresses regret that in 
some states suits have been instituted 
to test the validity of the provisions of 
the reserve act, by which it may grant

The Arethusa was a light cruiser, dis- 
placing 3,800 tons. 
She was 410 feet 
long 39 feet beam 
and 
had a mean 
di-aught of 14 feet. The vessel was built 
at Chatham in 1013-14. The cruiser was 
armed with ten six-inch gims fore and 
aft and six four-inch guns on the broad- 
side. 
She also was equipped with four 
21-inch torpedo tubes. 


The Arethusa had^hot been 48 hours 
out of the hands of her builders before 
she took part in one of the most ira 
portant naval battles in the North sea 
since the war began—the engagement ofl* 
Helioland August 28, 1914. In this bat- 
tle three German cruisers, the Mainz, 
the KQclen and the Araidne, and two 
German torpedo boat destroyers 
were 
sunk. The Arethusa was rather severely 
handled and after the battle had to be 
taken in tow. 


It was a torpedo from the Arethusa 
which 
struck 
the 
battered 
Gferman 
cruiser Bluecher and sent her to the bot- 
tom in the great North sea battle be- 
tween British and German squadrons on 
January 24, 1913.

ful attention.

j-limun, it says, supported by competent 
Ifffal advice, "that the purpose for which 
Couds are sold or e.\porte<l, or the use 
to which such goods arc ultimately put/' 
does not full within its province or juris- 
diction. 


"If." the report adds, "the transac- 


tions which have given rise to such 
sales or shipments are of. a true com- 
mercial nature, if the basis upon which 
they rest is such as to comply with the 
requirements of thc federal reserve act 
and 11 the maturity of the loan falls 
within the limitation of the law, then 
the paper growing out of them, no mat- 
ter bv whom or for what drawn, may 
at will be discounted by federal reserve 
banks, and must be regarded as falling 
within the legitimate sphere of their 
operations. 
The 
federal reserve act 


makes no provision for collateral bond 
or stock loans or for thc pih;chase of 
lorcign governments' obligations by re- 
serve institutions. 
Neither such obli- 


gations, therefore, nor loans to member 
banks based thereon, nre eligible as in- 
vestments for federal reserve banks 


Matter of Business 


"The operation of the reserve sys- 


tem is a, matter of business to be con- 
ducted in accordance with the terms of 
the reserve act and the regulations of 
the board. It is not the province of the 
board to deal with problems involving 
international relationships of the Unit- 
ed Sttleg. either for thft purpose of re- 
stricting or extending exportations in 
one direction or another. 
The eligibil- 


ity of paper for reserve banks ia deter- 
mined by considerations which are as 
valid under one set of international re- 
lationships as another; the function of 
passing upon and dealing in such paper 
under these regulations belongs to the 
several reserve banks. Tho board, how- 
over, believs that the financing of the 
country's export trade is at thn present 
time one of the most important financinl 
problems with which the nation has to 
deal: and it is of the opinion that fed 
oral reserve banks cannot, even if they 
would, avoid the responsibility of as- 
nistiiiB in this process of financing what 
legitimately and properly devolves upon 
them." 


The board expresses regret that in 


some states suits have been instituted 
to test the validity of thc provisions of 
the reserve act, by which it may grant

banks hold part of tho consolidated re- 
banks are members of tho federal reserve 
system and that tha federal reserva 
serve of the national banks and are 
therefore, in position to come immedi- 
ately with all their resources to the sup- 
port of national banks in case of neces- 
sity or emergency," 


The report declares that a condition 


of remarkable ease was the outstanding 
featin-e of the country's money market 
during the year. It say« that' the na- 
tion's export tr»do has reached high 
water 
mark, that manufacturing in 


nearly all lines is active and that it 
has been the part of -wisdom for re- 
serve banks to -conserve their resources 
"and hold themselves in readiness to 
meet any unexpected developments in the 
situation." An increase of'almost a bil- 
lion dollars in the combined loans of 
national banks in thc year and an in- 
crease of deposits of nearly two billion 
dollars arc pointed to as "pertinent in 
considering the situation.

Ihe last "train 
over the old bridge 


passed at 9:10 o'clock and the first 
train over the new bridge passed at 
10:19 
o'clock. 
The. bridge started to 


move at 9:27^. o'clock and stopped 
at 9:31 o'clock. 
The westbound tracks 


were first connected, followed quickly 
by the eastbound tracks and tlie new 
bridge was. completed by 10:50 o'clock, 
[t must be remembered that-the work 
also involved the removal of the old 
bridge, which was shoved aside upon a 
frame 
work, where 
it 
will be dis- 


mantled. The work of building the new 
bridge 
was commenced October 
-5. 


This included the construction of skein- 
ton bridges on either side of the old 
bridge. 
On the north skeleton bridge 


the new structure- was erected and as it 
moved southward to the abutments, it 
pushed the old bridge to the 
frame 


work erected for its support. The pow- 
er was furnished by a derrick car on 
the new bridge, which was connected 
with the cables anchored on the 'south 
'side of the bridges in such manner that 
they 
moved both ' stnicturcs 
simul- 


taneously. 
An idea of the compara- 


tive strength of the two bridges, can be 
formed by the weight of the spans. 
The'spans on the old" bridge weighed 
14S tons and. those.'of the new: .bridge 
442 tons. 'The total cost of the new- 
bridge was about•?39,000. 'The steel 
frames came from' • th'e / Pitt • Bridge 
works: Th c contractors were th'e'Sea- 
board Construction company, .of ..Phila- 
delphia and the concrete and masonry 
work necessary to strengthen, and en- 
large the abutments was performed by 
th'e maintcnance-of-way department of 
the- Pennsylvania.

The movement of
